‘Anthrax, 


f 


The disease of anthrax occurs among 
sheep, horses, cattle and other herbivora 
or grain eating animals. No animal of any 
of these classes is capable of resisting 
anthrax infection providing suitable con- 
ditions obtain. The disease is also liable 
to attack human beings although it does 
not appear epidemically in man. Many 
cases have been reported where men have 
died as a result contracting anthrax from 
the skinning of an infected animal or 
from handling the wool or skins of animals 
that have died of the disease. 

This information is brought out in 
Bulletin No. 23 of the Health of Animals 
Braneh of the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture entitled ‘‘Anthrax.’’ The 
bulletin is written by Dr. Chas. H. Hig- 
gins, Pathologist, and deals with the 
occurrence, methods of infection, soil in- 
fection, diagnosis, etc. It is pointed out 
that the carcase of the animal that has 
had the disease should be destroyed. by 
fire, care being taken that all discharges 
and litter about the animal be burned 
with it, even to the halter that it has been 
wearing. Under no circumstances should 
the anlmal be skinned, as this is a most 
dangerous procedure, Neither should it 
be dragged over the farm. Deep burial 
is sometimes resorted to, but it is not 
nearly so satisfactory as burning. 

Veterinarians, farmers and others who 
have reason to suspect the existence of 
anthrax are compelled, under the Animal 
Contagious Diseases Act, to promptly 
notify the Minister of Agriculture, the 
Veterinary Director-General orthe nearest 
Veterinary Inspector.

Exportation of Pulp from Canada 
Last Year Showed an Increase 
of Twenty-eight. per cent. 


The forestry branch of the depa 
ment of the interior, Ottawa, “has 
just issued the annual bulletin on 
the manufacture of pulpwood. The 
total value of the pulpwood made in- 
to pulp in Canada and exported for 
manufacture elsewhere in 1916. was 
nearly $20,000,000, which represents 
an increase of over 28 per cent. as 
compared with 1915. The 
proportion of pulpwood manufactur- 
ed into pulp in Canada compared 
with that exported in the raw state 
is steadily increasing. These and 
other particulars of this important 
industry are set out in the bulletin

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The Straits | 
Of Dover 


One of the Best Known Pieces, of 
Water in the World . 


The Straits of Dover, the narrow 
sea which separates England from 
France, is perhaps, one of the best- 
known pieces of water in the world, 
says the Christian Science x ae 


For Englishmen, all through the 
centuries, it has ever appealed to epi- 
tomize the island character of their 
country, and has been ever regarded 
by them as one of their great bul- 
warks of defense. The silver streak 
which runs between the Pas-de- 
Calais and the coast of Kent has, in- 
deed, always been the obstacle of 
obstacles to the invader. It was to 
cross this barrier that Julius Caesar 
preperse his long-beaked ships, some 
ifty years or so before the Christian 
era; that William the Norman got 
together his ereat fleet of flat-bot- 
tomed boats eleven hundred years 
afterwards; that Phillip of Spain pre- 
pared his Armada in the sixteenth 
century; and that Napoleon, some 
two hundred years later still, assem- 
bled his fleet of specially prepared 
ships at Boulogne, “Let me be mas- 
ter of the Channel for six hours, and 
we are masters of the world,” he de- 
clared to his staff, as they contem- 
plated the great army encamped on 
the heights above the town; but, as 


all the world knows, of course, the 
six hours never came. Except for 
the momentary success which at- 
tended the invasion of - Lows of 
France, in the early days pf the thir- 
teenth century, there has been ‘no 


successful invasion of England across 
the waters of the Strait since the 
dzys of the Conqueror. Indeed the 
armies of adventure led) by Louis, 
wham the barons had called to their 
aid in the struggle with King John, 
did not find their way to England, 
strictly speaking, across the Strait. 
They sailed up the coast, down the 
estuary of the Thames, and landed 
in Thanet; but the ever-memorable 
battle of Dover, the great and only 
naval engagement of the struggle, 
was fought within sight of Dover 
on the one side and of Calais on the 
other. 

Many marvels were told about this 
great sea fight, and, at every telling 
the naval forces of France, under the 
command of Eustace the Monk, grew 
larger and more formidable; whilst 


the British naval forces of the 
ae Ports, under command of 
the famous Hubert de Burgh, grew 


less. The story of how Hubert de 
Burgh dautlessly put to sea, and by 
hugging the wind gained the weath- 
er bt, of the French; how Eustace 
under the impression that Hubert 
was making for Calais, was loud in 
‘his scoffing, knowing that Calais was 
well guarded; how, suddenly, when 
well to the windward, the little fleet 
of the Clinque Ports changed its 
course, and bore down on _ the 
Frenchmen, and how unslacked lime 
and the iron “beards” on the English 
vessels did the rest, is one of the fa- 
vorite stories of English history. 
The political importance of the vic- 
tory was tremendous, It gave the 

uietus to the cause of Louis, and de- 
ee secured the throne for Henry 

All the centuries which followed 
were “suspicious times” on these 
waters. Nowadays, of course, at any 
rate in the time of peace, one may 
tiavel. from Dover to Calais, or from 
Dover to Ostend, or one may go 
across to France from Folkestone by 
way of Boulogne, but, in the times 
ot Hubert de Burgh and Eustace the 
Monk, communication was not so 
free and easy. Dover to Whitsand, 
and later Dover to Calais, were the 
accustomed routes, whilst, by a sta- 
tute of 1465 no one might ship fo1 
Calais except at Dover. And _ yet, 
however, one crosses. the Strait, the 
impression gained is much the same, 
‘the white cliffs of Kent capped with 
green slowly sinking into the sea 
astern, and the shores of Franeé ris- 
ing up out of the sea ahead It is 
not that there is. anything exceptional 
about it all but to. the man of imagin- 
ation, there are many volumes of his- 
tory in the passage of the narrow 
strip of water separating the two 
countries The loss of this experience 


will surely be one of the regrets 
which the Channel tunnel will bring 
in its wake, if that great’ project 


should be carried through and one 
should be able to board a train at 
Charing Cross, and_not leave it again 
until it comes finally to rest amidst 
the bustle and stir of the Gare du 
Nord.

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Sacred Places are 
Traversed By the British 


Many Places Mentioned in the Bible 
Are Now Held by English 


The floodgates of the imagination 
are opened by the advance of our 
troops into Palestine, says Frank 
Reid in a recent issue of the Egyp~ 
tian Mail, and the rout of the Turks 
beyond the Egyptian border. . The 


advance has set people to the profit- 
able task of turning up their Bibles, 
for our fighting men are now amidst 
environments which are closely con- 
nected with some’ of the _ most ab- 
sorbing chapters in the history of 
the Jewish and Christian religions. 
General Sir Archibald Murray — has 
emulated the feat of Moses by lead- 
ing his army over the arid wastes 
of the Sinai desert to the borders of 
Canaan, He has not taken 40 years 
over the task, as did his illustrious 
predecessor, but he has had the ad- 
vantage of railways and military 
roads, constructed for the purpose, 
and if he did not strike water out of 
a rock he carried it by means of long 
lines of pipes from the nearest res- 
ervoirs, The modern general had the 
great advantage over the famous 
Jewish law-giver that his army was 
not continually murmuring, grumb- 
ling and rebelling, and that there 
were no women = and children, or 
flocks and herds to be piloted across 
the. wilderness of sin. Today our 
army’s bivouacs are before the gates 
of Gaza where Samson carried off 
“the doors of the gates of the city 
and the two posts and went away 
with them, bar and all, and put them 
upon his shoulders, and carried 
them up to the top of the hill that 
is before Hebron.” 


Crossing over the border into Pal- 
estine and leaving behind the grey, 
uncanny sand wastes of Siani, the 
vision of a land of-+ smiling crop- 
bearing ficlds and prosperous or- 
chards, as it was in olden days, greets 
the eye. The Arab freed from the 
heavy yoke of the Turk, alien to him 
in race and civilization, is pictured by 
the imagination enjoying peace . and 
plenty, developing his own culture 
and acquiring the culture evolved in 
the west. Judging-by our recent pro- 
gress there is nothing to prevent such 
a vision from becoming an actuality. 
The only thine that would keep the 
part of Palestine we now hold deso- 
late, and arrest progress, would be 
the return of the Turk to the region 
from which he has been evicted. Dur- 
ing the time the Ottoman had ruled 
over the country he has refused to 
sink his racial differences with the 
people that he conquered, though 
they professed the same religion that 
he did, Throughout this period he has 
remained the victor and they the 
ruled. Never has he made their cause 
his own. His only interest-in them 
has been to cheat them of the pro- 
duct of their labor, to. exact money 
and work from them. Arab life, pro- 
perty and honor have had no sanc- 
tity. 

Southern Palestine of today is but 
a shadow of what it was in its palm- 
iest days: That, in spite of .furkish 
oppression, the Arabs in these parts 
should still possess a fine physique 
is, no doubt, due to their life led 
in the open, bare of all luxury, and 
full of incessant struggle for’ exist- 
ence, 


There are countless miles of the 
finest fertile land in that portion of 
Palestine now in our possession. 
Agriculture has languished, however, 
and, as a consequence, the richest 
land has degenerated into barren 
waste, inhospitable to man and beast 
alike. Recently I rode far inland 
fiom the coast and came at length 
to the ancient caravan route leading 
from Beersheba to Ismailia. A  fa- 
mous roadethis, seeping with history 
and romance, Many armies marched, 
along this “Road to Empire.” Desert 
weary Israelites, grim featured As- 
syrians, mail-clad legions from Rome 
and quite recently the Turko-Ger- 
man army led by Baron Kressenstein, 
and that tyrant of Syria and Pales- 
tine, Djemal Pasha. Everyone knows 
the fate of this army and how, after 
a half-hearted «attack on the Suez 
Canal, in February, 1915, they were 
routed by a large force of British 
and colonial troops under General 
Younghusband, There are scores of 
graves along this time-worn path- 
way—the graves of many of the 12,- 
000 Syrians, Ottomans and Arabs, 
who, under a blazing desert heat, 
rushed in an anguish of thirst to any 
kind of well, filled themselves wit 
salt water and fell by the. roadside. 
There is something else beside graves 
along the road of the ancients. Here 
and there are signs that this land 
was once irrigated, Certainly _ the 
method’ were crude, but much of the 
water that flowed down the rugged 
sides of the Siani hills was stored for 
irrigating the rich fertile lands be- 
low.

Profit in. Poultry | 


Keeping Pure Bred Poultry in West- 
ern Canada 


The Western Provinces of Canada 
offér a large atid profitable ficld-for 
the raising of poultry. The climate 
is exceptionally well suited, being 
reasonably mild. with an abundance 
of sunshine throughout the year and 
a dry atmosphere—the three condi- 
tions which are generally conceded 
to be the primary conditions for suc-, 
cessful poultry raising. There are 
very few days either in winter or 
summer on which birds cannot take 
exercise out doors at some time dtir- 
ing the day. During the hatchiag 
season there is practically no rain- 
fall and with 14 to 18 hours of sun- 
shine the young stock have every 
chance to mature. There are good 
markets closé at hand and eggs and 
poultry bring a price which enables 
the poultry raiser to make a big 
profit. 


To encourage the production of 
more arid better stock the provincial 
government have special departments 
which, by means of pamphlets, ete, 
furnish farmers with full instructions 
as to the fattening of poultry, their 
proper selection, penning and coop- 
ing, matters connected with the 
marketing of fowl, and so on. 


, Much success has been achieved 
in the improvement of poultry stock 
in recent years through the efforts 
of the provincial governments; In 
Manitcha, boys’ and girls’ clubs have 
been very successful in introducing 
pure-bred stock. Eggs were first 
distributed to these clubs free, and 
each year an increasing number of 
pure-bred poultry have been raised. 
By means of an exchange service a 
considerable number of the older 
members are now’ supplying new 
club members with eggs, so that dur- 
ing successive years it is felt that it 
will not be necessary to supply any 
eggs free to club members. Pure- 
bred poultry can now be found on 
thousands of Manitoba farms where 
formerly a nondescript variety, sim- 
ply known as hens, was kept. 
About. eight years ago the Alberta 
government established a_ poultry 
plant on ‘the university grounds at 
Edmonton, Alberta, which has done 
much good ~ work in assisting farm- 
their flocks. The plant \was estab- 
lished to meet the requirements. of 
farmers who at the time were find- 
ing it difficult to secure good breed- 
ing stock, and also to give practical 
demonstration in the matter of suit- 


able housing, me in the care and 
management of poultry generally. 
The breeds selected for the work 


were Barred Rocks, Buff Orpington 
White Wyandottes and Rhode Islan 
Reds—these. breeds ; 
demand... A-pen of White Leghorns 
has also been kept as a representa- 
tive of the non-weight varieties, al- 
shoves the demand for: this variety 
has been limited, compared with the 
other varieties. ; 
_In the early days of the plant, the 
distribution of eggs and male birds 
was the chief feature. Very few 
pullets have at any time been sold. 
It has been the policy, however, to 
sell females each year at the close 
of the breeding season, to make 
room for the young stock the  fol- 
wexrg | winter. These females were 
sold at $1 each and rendered good 
service as breeding stock the fol- 
lowing season. At this time, and in 
fact until recently, male birds were 
also sold at $1 each and eggs for 
hatching at $3.50 for 50 eggs and $6 
for 100. This price was so low that 
most of the orders. called for 100 
eggs and were used to fill incubators. 
As the object of the work was to 
assist poultry men in securing foun- 
dation stock, it was found necessary 
to reduce the limit to 50 eggs per 
person. For several years following, 
eggs were sold at $1 per setting of 
13 eggs, three settings for $2.50 and 
for 50 eggs. 

Owing to the ever-increasing de- 
mand for hatching eggs, it was con- 
sidered advisable to still further re- 
duce the limit of eggs supplied, and 
in 1917 the limit was three scttings, 
the price of eggs remaining he 


same, namely, $k per setting and 
three settings for $2.50. 
Early in 1913, a 1,200-egg ineuba- 


tor was installed in the plant, and 
the experiment was made of shipping 
day-old chicks.

Watching a “Push” From High up| 
in the Air 


“Contact patrol” is grim work. 1f}°" required, 


dt is bad for the infantrymen to have 
to “push” on the ground below, what 
is it for those who have to fly just 
above it all and who have so large a 
share in the responsibility for the 
success of a “push’’? 


Only just a few hundred feet above 
the heads of the men below, the pilot 
sails up and down his section of line. 
His duty is to keep touch with the 

* infantry, to watch how a “push’’ is 
proceeding, and to report to head- 
quarters. His is not, of course, the 
sole method of reporting progress, 
but still, he has to do his share. 

In the. confusion and churn of bat- 
tle, when “strafe” is multiplied ten, 
twenty, fifty times above normal, 
when the barrage is falling a few 
yards~in front of the men, when 

_ counter-barrage is trying to stop 
them, and the spouting earth makes 
one almost think the end of the world 
has come, then have the pilots on 


“contact. patrol” to keep a clear and 
calm eye on events. 
No rehearsals can depict for cer- 
tain how the battle will really work 
“out. Perhaps just a couple of machine 
Guns, skillfully hidden during the 
ays of preliminary bombardment or 
escaping miraculously from that gen- 
eral obliteration, aré holding the 
men up on-some section of the line. 
Dangerous salients may be growing. 


The “contact patrol” pilot must see 
it and report. 


Perhaps again, in all that incredi- 
ble uproar, a part of the advancing 
troops lose direction or get in the 
_ way of their own fire. They may be 
in danger of being cut off or caught 
by it. Again the pilot must come to 
the rescue, 


As each section reaches its ap- 
pointed objectjve the pilot must 
watch for its signals and report that 
too. 


And all the while sheer’ hell is 
whistling around him. He is flying 
perhaps at 500 feet, and our own 
shells, no less than the enemy’s, are 
a perpetual source of danger. A ma- 
chine caught by a 15 in. shell simply 
vanishes in splinters. 

For this reason it is even question- 
able whether as high as 500 feet is 
‘not more dangerous than 300 feet or 
200 feet. One pilot stated he beliey- 
ed it would be best to fly at only 100 
feet—about 30 yards off the ground 
Fa range for any rifle bul- 
et 

And, in addition to all this, there is 
the imtense discomfort of flying at 
that low altitude. So near the ground: 
a pilot hag no room to save himself 
if he gets into difficulties. A few 
hundred feet are nothing when you 
.are up in the air—you slide up and 
down them as a matter of course, so 
long as you are well away from the 
ground. No pilot “stunting” at home 
really cares to be under at least 1,000 
feet. But a pilot .on “contact pat- 
ir rol” must dodge hither and thither 

with no elbow room at all. 

It is work for the pluckiest men. 
The fighter, the reconnaissance pilot, 
the bomb-dropper, may all have their 
height—at any rate up to the last 
moment—and nothing is more pre- 
cious to a pilot than height. But 
these others are deprived even of 
that—By a War Pilot in the Daily 
Mail, London.

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Weed Out the Male Birds! 


Slaughter the Rooster Should Be the 
Slogan of the Farmer 


The worker bees put their house in 
order by killing off all the male bees 
as soon as their services are tio long- 
What a great benéfit it 
would be to the poultry producer and 
the poultry product consumer if the 
hens of the flock would likewise dis- 
pose of the male birds in those flocks 
that are indifferently managed. The 
worker bee permits no star boarder 
to loafsaround and consume the pro- 
duct of her labor. Then hen is not 
like the bee in asserting her rights. 
If she were, then her verdict would 
be, “Rooster, you must die.” 

There are over two million five 
hundred thousand roosters of the 
various breeds of chickens kept for 
breeding purposes by the people of 
our country. Of this vast army per- 
haps one hundred and fifty thousand 
have a right to live for another year 
of service. One hundred and, fifty 
thousand may be goo@ enough as in- 
dividuals and in breeding to be used 
in the increase of their kind. What 
of the two million three hundred and 
fifty thousand that are usually per- 
mitted to live, birds that consume 
feed, worry the hens and reduce the 
quality of market eggs? 

The function of the rooster is to 
develop and distribute germ cells, 
during a short period of three months 
February, March and April. These 
germ cells should be distributed only 
to such egg-laying individuals as are 
desired to perpetuate the breed. The 
germ cell is a living organism cap- 
able of starting a chain of develop- 
ment and here is where the mischief 
lies if they are distributed where they 
do not sereve their proper function in 
race perpetuation. 

The function of the modern hen is 
to produce eggs, ten per cent. of 
which may be desired for the increase 
of the breed and the remaining ninety 
per cent. for human food. Nine eggs 
are used for human food where but 
one is used for hatching. Only one- 
tenth of the eggs that a hen lays re- 
quire fertilization. Why fertilize the 
nine-tenths of the product that is used 
for human food? The addition of a 
living germ to an egg that is pro- 
duced for human food does not add 
anything to its value and may set up 
a chain of embryo development that 
will make the egg quite unfit for hu- 
man food.. 

Eggs gathered from flocks where 


roosters are permitted to run aft- 
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ter the hatching season is over, are 
not desirable for storage. They are 
not desirable in the pantry oar tps 3 
periods of warm weather as_ hig 
temperatures will start incubation. 
Eggs in the first stage of decay are 
not desirable for human. food, 

It is an gary matter to prevent the 
fertilization of eggs. If the male bird 
is just an ofdinary one an axe and a 
block of wood will prevent further 
miischief.. If the male bird is posses- 
sed of such merit as would warrant 
his being boarded for a year to be 
used in the next season’s breeding 
operations, then give him an enclou- 
sure of his own and see that he stays 
In it. 

The cost of the feed consumed by 
an ordinary rooster is about twenty 
cents per month. Can you afford it? 
If you keep poultry with profit as 
your object, can you afford to keep: 
a star boarder for nine months and 
perhaps have him doing mischief all 
the time? 

The two million, three hundred and 
fifty thousand odd, unnecessary male 
birds are costing the country about 
three and a half million dollars per 
year while enjoying life. These un- 
necessary birds are at the same time 
doing about*ten millions dollars dam- 
age to the egg-producing busifiess. If 
every person owning’ a rooster would 
manage him as a male bird should be 
managed the poultry industry would 
be benefitted by additional profits 
many millions of dollars. 


Mining in Manitoba

You 
should develop the mining lands for 
the best interests of the whole prov- 
ince, both disectiy and indirectly; di- 
rectly, by obtaining dividends ‘from 
the mines and obtaining metals for 
use in production and manufactures; 
indirectly, by supplying the mines and 
the populat: which will conflict 
around the mines, with food, ma- 
chinery and the supplies which will 
be needed, People who invest in 
mines must be persuaded to have a 
valuation made before they put up 
their money, If that is done, mining 
is a clean and profitable business, 
and will yield larger returns from in- 
vestments than any other securities 
offered on the market, What Mani- 
toba needs to develop its manufac- 
tures and to be able to utilize its 
magnificent water powers, is a supply 
of cheap metals obtained close at

Royal Military Household Were rs! 
missed When Army Demanded 


That Step 
Five years ago a Spanish republic 
was but a wild dream in the minds 


of a few. irreconcilable extremists. 
The republican leaders had no pres- 
tige whatever in the country at large 
and their following was being re- 
duced to a mere handful. The caus- 
es of this were, of course, many, but 
everybody agreed that among them 
the personal influence of the king 
was paramount, That young  sov- 
ereign seemed indeed to be chosen 
by Fate or Providence to gather 
around him all sections of his peo- 
ple and lead them united to great 
destinies. Today things have alto- 
gether changed. 


A little retrospect is necessary for 
the better understanding of the pres- 
ent situation. As soon as he was 
able to move about unfettered, King 
Alfonso appeared, and to a_ certain 
extent proved himself to be a ruler 
with an open mind, a keen precep- 
tion of realities, a genuine interest in 
the welfare of the country and an 
earnest desire to promote it by all 
means in his power. His youth and 
physical energy appealed to the pop- 
vlar imagindtien as symbols of hope 
and power, but his achievements as 
2 polo player and a crack shot and 
his undeniable qualities as an all 
1ound sportsman w@re, perhaps, more 
praised abroad than appreciated at 
home. 


The high water mark of popularity 
Was. reached when, two years before 
the breaking out of the war, King 
Alfonso called to council several 
prominent men of the Spanish polit- 
ical left. Among other representa- 
tive personalities there went to the 
royal palace Professor Azcarate, the 
veteran. republican leader, and Pro- 
fessor Simarro, the man chiefly re- 
sponsible for the showing up of 
Francisco Ferrer's judicial murder; 
and although no publicity was given 
to the interviews, both these men ad- 
mitted .privately that the king had 
made on them the best of | impres- 
sions. multanaonely with this roy- 
al move the right wing of the repub- 
lican party detached itself from the 
old fold, made clear its acceptance of 
the monarchial regime and formed a 
new political party, which was styled 
the Reformist party. Everything 
then seemed to point toward a future 
of close co-operation and understand- 
ing between the crown and the de- 
mocracy. 


The king, however, if not unwilling, 
was at any rate unable to follow ener- 
getically the pathyof liberalism and 
reform, and as far backas three years 
ago the disappointiment of the Span- 
ish people had already begun. Then 
came the war and the sharp divi- 
sion of the country into pro Ger- 
mans and pro-Allies. The king was 
credited with pro-Ally leanings. He 
devoted himself to the ~ relief of 
the prisoners of war. of all nationali- 
ties and did very good work; particu- 
larly in locating prisoners believed 
to have been killed. But when all is 
said, it must be recognized that kind- 
heartedness and willingness to oblige 
are poor substitutes for statesmen- 
ship. 

King Alfonso is learning this now. 
The present crisis has been brought 
about by the army, whose loyalty to 
the crown, up to very recenthy, was 
supposed to be unconditional. But 
the army at length grew tired of the 
personal interference of the king and 
the members of his military house- 
hold in all questions connected with 
the promotion of officers, and, to stop 
Once and for all favoritism and_ in- 
trigue, the officers themselves set up 
a committee of defense and sent an 
ultimatum to the government, aski 
among other things, for the dismissa 
of every member of the royal mili- 
tary household. To this the king 
yielded, and his military household 
to which belonged Count Grove and 
Colonel Echaguc, two close personal 
friénds of the king, was completely 
overhauled. Thus we see that the 
king is not quite the master in his 
own house. 


But it would be hasty to infer from 
all this that the king of Spain has 
got to go. He has still many chords 
in his arch. Senor Azcarate, who was 
again called to the palace a few days 
ago, told the king frankly—we have 
it on the most reliable authority— 
that great opportunities had been 
lost. he royal task now is to find 
new ones, and the sooner the better.

I have never 
met a German who was not convinc- 
ed of German victory, but many note 
with fright that the blockade and 
the economic situation are ever post- 
poning peace, which has made them 
conciliatory. 

“The English are detested. The 
French are admired for their cour- 
age. The Russians are despised as 
savages. As for the Americans, the 
Germans maintain they will be of no 
help to the Allies from a_ military 
point of view, but they are more and 
mb6re terrified at the universal repro- 
bation they feel is rising against Ger- 
many. 

“The working classes rail. against 
the military class, the Prussians and 
the Crown Prince, yet believe that 
the emperor desires the end of the 
war by a peace of conciliation, but -is 
thwarted by the Crown Prince and 
the military leaders.”

Hurling Barbed Wire 


Invention by Which Enenty Can Be 
Enmeshed in Its Coils 


After a murderous artillery fire has 
swept away the ordinary barbed wire 
entanglements in front of a trench, 
there is nothing to impede the on- 
rush of troops except machine gun 
and infantry fire, accompanied at cer- 
tain times, by well placed barrage fire 
from the rear. Under most condi- 
tions this resistance is sufficient to 
deplete the ranks of an invading 
force, but the fact that the first, sec- 
ond and third line of trenches may 
be captured in a single charge is 
proof that gun fire alone canont dis- 
sipate a boaly of troops. . There have 
been numerous occasions in this war 
where troops of both sides deliber- 
ately plunged through a heavy bar- 
rage fire to carry a line of trenches. 

Accordingly, Enid S. Wales, of 
Detroit, Mich., has invented a novel 
projectile which shoots barbed wire 
instead of bullets. His idea, accord- 
ing to Popular Science, is to first im- 
pede the progress of an onrushing 

ody of troops by spreading coils of 
barbed wire in front of them and 
then to attack them with infantry and 
machine gun fire. The _ inventor 
claims that his projectile will distri- 
bute masses of barbed wire over a 
large area, enmeshing a whole com- 
pany of troops. 

Briefly, the projectile consists of a 
stem which fits the barrel of a trench 
mortar; a central chamber containing 
the explosive charge, into which 
chamber the stem fits; and several} 
hollow caps which carry the coils of; 
barbed wire, the inner ends of which 
are secured to the body of the shell. 
When the projectile explodes, the 
caps containing the barbed wire shoot 
out like bullets, distributing the wire 
in tangled masses. A time fuse is 
provided so that the distance can be 
gauged,

Berry growing in 
those sections especially adapted to 
it— and there are several such in 
British Columbia—seems on the wave 
of a great expansion, 

An indication of the present scale 
of things is furnished by Hatzic Is- 
land in the Fraser Valley, where 
some, sixty acres in small fruits re- 
quire a force of 600 to 700 pickers. 
In wages alone during the harvesting 
season toward $100,000 a week is,ex- 
pended in this small territory, which 
many prairie farmers would hardly 
call big enough fdr a backyard. Ten 
picker girls are assigned to éach 
acre on an average, and an ordinary 
worker makes $2 a day. Some excep- 
tionally apt girls average eight crates 
a day, for which they are paid 40 
cents a crate with a bonus of 10 
cents, inaking $4 in all. 

Those well acquainted with present 
Production and the district's possi- 
bilities predict that present berry 
fields are small beside what they will 
become, They base their prophecy on 
the wonderful berry soil and climate, 
coupled with constantly widening 
inarkets. 

British Columbia produced 103 car- 
loads of strawberries in 1916, com- 
pared with 66 cars in 1913.. Rasper- 
ries increased during the same period 
from 44 cars to 53, loganberrics from 
2 cars to 5, and bush fruits from 
41-2 cars © 16. In strawberries 
Vancouver and other islands are 
leading shippers, outputting 38 cars 
last year, but the Lower Mainland 
and the Kootenay are close competi- 
tors, the first producing 30 cars last 
year and the second 29, The Lower 
Mainland, and more especially the 
Mission-Hatzie district, produced 39 
cars of raspberries in 1916, This is 
overwhelmingly the leader with this 
berry. 

A close percentage of the berry 
Production is handled by co-opera- 
tive associations. Prior to the open- 
ing of the 1917. season, James A. 
Grant, provincial markets commis- 
sioner for the prairie territory, thor- 
oughly investigated .conditions and 
worked out a distribution plan which 
would prevent overlapping of ship- 
ments to Inland points and at the 
same time would care for loeal mar- 
kets. It was arranged that associa- 
tion berries by carloads should be 
marketed through a single brokerage 
firm. Some 50 carloads of strawber- 
riés were shipped, these being from 
Vancouver Island and from Cresten- 
Wyndell in Kootenay, 

in making marketing plans, 25,000 
crates of association “strawberries 
were reserved for the Victoria mar- 
ket and 18,000 crates for the Vancou- 
ver market, the remainder of the de- 
mand at these two principal cities 
being left to non-association growers 
to fill. Mission-Hatzic had sold prac- 
tically all its strawberries before the 
season opened, on contract, to jam 
factories which have big war ord¢ze 
to fill. 

The unprecedented jam factorv de- 
mand also simplified the marketiag of 
the raspberry crop. Before’ the sea- 
son opened over 240 tons had been 
contracted for, This left more ilian 50 
carloads for despatch to the prairies. 
There was a phenamenal - increase 
this year in the raspberry pruduc- 
tion,

; for Lumber and Pulp 


British Columbia mills have a pos- 
sible output of, 2,500,000,000 feet per 
annum of lumber, according to. an 
estimate made by the Victoria Col- 
onist, Pulp and paper mills when 
fully in swing will be able to supple- 
ment the products of the east and 
probably indefinitely- supply the de- 
mand for paper. In the years 1912 
to 1914 not more than five per cent, 
of the foreign lumber export trade on 
the Pacific. was handled from British 
Columbia ports, notwithstanding the 
natural resources of this province, 
mvhich are greater than all the States 
o the south. The figures, therefore, 
show that British Colambia, which is 
in-a position to supply the major 
portion of the demand, is as yet only 
a small minority in actual trade.

The extent of England’s present 
meat shortage is shown in the sum- 
mary for July of meat. passing 
through Smithfield market, England’s 
great distributing centre, received by 


the ‘United States food administra- 
tiofi. . 


The total July receipts amounted 


to 20,802 tons, as compared with 23,-. 


954 tons in the same month of 1918, 
29,597 tons in July, 1915, and 36,720 
tons in July, 1914, or a decrease of 
43.3 per cent., as compared with 
1914, 

This shows the regular and mark- 
ed decline that has taken place in the 
meat supply of England, A _ com- 
parison of the first seven months of 
1917 “with the same months in 1914 
shows that the present supply is less 
than two-thirds of the pre-war-nor- 
mal,

MEETING 


The monthly TE of ‘the Village 
Council was held in the Fire Hall, on 
Monday evening last, all the councillo 
present. There were also a good number 
of ratepayers present. Mr. R. Carson 
attended, arid stated that he had thought 
of installing an electric light plant in the 
town and had purchased a generator 
capable of maintaining 1,000 lights, and 
asked the council to take up the lighting 
of the streets, thereby doing away with 
the gasoline lights. He afterwards in- 
troduced a Mr. Thompson, an electriciar, 
who explained the lighting scheme. and 
gave the approximate cost for 28-100 watt 
nitrogen lights along the front street at a 
cost of $1,022 for material, the cost of in- 
stalling to be added.

A deputation next 
waited on the Council from the Chatanqua 
Committee asking the Council if they 
could see their way to forego the Village 
License payable in order to get the Chat- 
augua Company, who are due here on the 
27th, 28th and 29th inst. 

Mr. E. H. Morrow stated the case, and 
said any license imposed would not fall 
on the company, but on the local com- 
mittee, and as any profits that may 
accrue from the entertainments was to be 
handed over to the local Red Oross Funda 
that society would bé the losers,
